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Response to Amendment 

The Examiner respectfully submits a response to the amendment received on 

1 1/8/2005 of application no. 10/061 ,061 filed on 1/29/2002 in which claims 1 , 4, 7-8, 10- 

11, 16, 18-20,24-26, and 28 are currently pending. This application is allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/8/2005 has 
been entered. 

Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 9, paragraph 3, filed 1 1/8/2005, with respect to 
display of a percentage of memory to be made available on the display when the image 
data is purged have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1,11, and 20 has been withdrawn. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 2/22/2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
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patent number 6,496,284 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 4, 7-8, 10-11,16, 18-20,24-26, and 28 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1,11, and 20, the reason for allowance is as follows: the prior 
art does not disclose or fairly suggest a digital camera comprising a delete confirmation 
prompt including a display of a percentage of said memory to be made available on said 
display when said image data is purged from the memory. 

Regarding claims 4, 7-8, 10, 16, 18-19, 24-26, and 28, the reason for allowance 
is as follows: the claims depend from an allowable independent claim. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Mizuno (U.S. Pat. No. 5677843) discloses a remaining capacity and percentage 
of whole storage capacity by file. 

Uehara (U.S. Pat. No. 5,481,303) discloses displaying the number of remaining 
frames or the available capacity as a percentage. 

Fukushima (U.S. Pat. No. 5,576,840) discloses displaying the number of 
remaining pictures or the remaining capacity of the recording medium. 
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"Dan Gookin Teaches Windows 98" discloses a disk cleanup utility displaying the 
total amount of disk space gained by deletion of selected files
